If everybody could 
be induced to quit tbe use of intoxicating 
liquor* tbe business would die Itself. The 
spsaker contended for a law prohibiting 
at once and entirely the sale, and then see 
to It that the law Is enforced to the letter.

and judgment was asked by the owner, 
under thu elauw of the lease.
